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‘Ludicrous’ plan may 
put elderly at risk 


A PROPOSAL to move 
a pedestrian crossing 
from outside a day 
centre for pensioners is 
being opposed by town 
councillors. 

Members of Newmarket 
Town Council are resist¬ 
ing a suggestion that the 
crossing in Fred Archer 
Way should be moved 
about 50 yards along the 
road so that it is opposite 
the town’s bus station. 

The crossing outside the Day 
Centre has been established for 
nearly 20 years and is used by 
elderly residents from the 
neighbouring Barlings Court 
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sheltered housing scheme as a 
link to the Guineas shopping 
centre. 

Suffolk County Council road 
engineers have also been looking 
at the possibility of providing a 
new crossing about 100 yards 
further along the road where the 
Watercourse meets Fred Archer 
Way 

But members of the town 
council’s community services 
committee have said they do not 
want the existing crossing to 
move. 

Instead they want the county 
council to consider a pedestrian 
crossing in St Mary’s Square 


across Rowley Drive. 

Cllr Bill Burch said the 
proposal for a crossing on the 
bend between the Watercourse 
and the town’s market square 
was “ludicrous”. 

“The elderly generation from 
the (Barlings Court) flats are 
used to the crossing where it is,” 
he said. 

Cllr Peter Hulbert agreed with 
him. He said: “You will cause a 
lot of problems for people from 
Barlings Court and the Day 
Centre.” 

But Cllr Andy Drummond said 
a second crossing would be 
useful for pedestrians and 
cyclists. 

Colin Bird, from the county 
council’s environment and 
transport department, said, in an 
email to the town council, that 


there was money available to 
upgrade the existing crossing - 
or move it to an alternative 
location. 

He said an assessment was 
being made of the need for a 
crossing by the market square as 
it had been shown to be “a major 
pedestrian and cyclist desire 
line” to connect to Wellington 
Street and through to the High 
Street. 

He said the Day Centre would 
be consulted before any deci¬ 
sions were taken and a safety 
audit would be carried out on the 
alternative crossing positions. 

He promised to carry out more 
formal consultation when de¬ 
tailed proposals had been worked 
up.

Battling school serves 
up protest on a plate 


PUPILS at a school threatened 
with closure have appealed to 
county councillors not to “eat 
their words” when they make 
decisions next month on an 
education shake-up. 
Youngsters from Newmarket’s 
Paddocks Primary School 
delivered paper plates they 
had decorated with the 
message “Don’t Eat Your 
Words on 5th Feb” to 
members of Suffolk County 
Council’s cabinet. 

Postcards from parents were 
also handed to Cllr Jane 
Storey, deputy leader of the 
county council, at the 


council’s headquarters in 
Ipswich. 

It is the latest move in the 
campaign to save Paddocks 
school from a proposed 
“merger” with the town’s 
Houldsworth Valley primary 
school. 

Pupils have already recorded 
their own “protest” song, 
taken part in a march along 
Newmarket High Street and 
sent messages on a giant 
letter made of four bedsheets. 
The county council’s cabinet is 
due to decide on February 5

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More help 
needed to 
fight fires 

MORE retained firefighters are needed to 
provide safety cover in the Newmarket area. 
Forthcoming retirements will cut numbers 
and an appeal has been made for people to 
join the part-time section of the fire service. 
The retained crew at Newmarket fire station 
operates the second fire engine to provide 
back-up to the full-time firefighters during the 
day time and provide coverage during 
evenings and weekends. 

Assistant divisional officer Mark Steggall, 
who is responsible for fire and rescue 
services in the Forest Heath District, said: 

“I’m looking for people over 18 who are able 
to provide day and night cover from their 
existing jobs. 

“There are a potential 250 emergency calls a 
year to cover and we expect our retained 
members to be available for the majority of 
them.” 

Road crashes make up a large proportion of 
the calls dealt with by the Newmarket station 
- with many of them occurring on the nearby 
A14. 

A minimum crew of four is needed for the 
station’s second fire station and day cover, 
between 9am and 5pm Monday to Friday, 
has become increasingly difficult with fewer 
companies being willing to allow workers to 
“down tools” to attend an emergency call. 
Anyone interested in joining can get more 
information by visiting the fire station in Willie 
Snaith Road, Newmarket, between 7pm and 
8pm on a Thursday night when the retained 
crew is training.

whether to go ahead with the 
merger and the closure of 
Newmarket’s two middle schools 
as well as middle schools in 
Mildenhall and Brandon.

“We suggest that this pledge 
was made because it is com¬ 
pletely senseless to close a proven 
successful school such as Pad- 
docks if the aim is to raise 
standards. 

“The School Organisation 
Review seems to have lost its way. 
Our message is clear: ‘Keep your 
pledge, keep Paddocks open and 
Don’t Eat Your Words on 
February 5.’”

BOSSES of a multi¬ 
million pound new 
pool have acted 
following criticism of 
a shortage of evening 
swimming sessions. 

An additional hour’s 
evening public swimming 
has been provided at 
Newmarket’s new pool - 
just a week after it opened. 

The pool, part of 
extension to the town’s 
leisure centre in Exning 
Road, opened to the public 
on January 5 and has 
immediately proved pop¬ 
ular with a flood of people 
keen to try out the new 
facilities. 

But there have been 
complaints that there were 
only three hour-long 
evening swimming sess¬ 
ions - between 9pm and 
10pm on Mondays and 
Wednesdays and an adults- 
only session between 7pm 
and 8pm on Fridays. 

The pool is closed to 
general swimmers for up 
to three hours, five nights 
a week, because of swim- 
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ming club sessions and 
private hires. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, for¬ 
mer town mayor, said: “I 
think it’s crazy. There’s 
this wonderful new facility 
that the people of 
Newmarket have paid for 
but on most evenings they 
can’t use it when they 
come home from work.” 

But Richard Balfe, 
chairman of Anglia 
Community Leisure, 
which runs the pool and 
leisure centre, said he was 
aware of the problem. 

He said: “We are work¬ 
ing with the swimming 
club to see what we can do 
to meet everyone’s needs 
and we have already 
extended public swim¬ 
ming on a Monday to 7pm, 
and more public time will 
follow. 

“While we are trying to 
work out the best solution 
for everyone, we want to 
remind people that we also 


have the teaching pool 
available in the evenings. 
This is 1.6 metres deep and 
12 metres long 
approximately half a 
length - so it is ideal for a 
relaxed ‘leisure swim’ 
while the club and other 
activities are using the 
main pool.”

The pool has taken 
around three years to 
complete after delays with 
the construction and 
controversy over the cost 
which is believed to be 
more than £14 million.

Bid to clear teacher’s 
name after his death

A TEACHER was “dev¬ 
astated” when he was 
suspended following an 
allegation that he had hit a 
girl pupil, an employment 
tribunal has heard. 

Andrew Lloyd, 56, was 
“emotionally in bits” as he tried 
to clear his name through the 
grievance procedure at Bottish- 
am Village College while also 
waiting to hear whether he had 
cancer, a former colleague told 
the tribunal. 

Mr Lloyd, of Riverside, Cam¬ 
bridge, died in June 2007, after 
having a leg amputated because 
of cancer. 

But his family are continuing 
to pursue claims for unfair 
dismissal, breach of contract, 
disability discrimination, sex 
discrimination and unpaid salary. 

The case is the first of its kind 
to continue to a hearing after the 
death of the claimant. 

The claims have been made 
against the college, principal 
Kate Evans, governor Philip 
Hodgson and Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

Paul Jackson, Mr Lloyd’s 
cousin who is handling the case 
for the family, accused Mrs Evans 
of “bullying and abuse of 
position”. 

Mr Lloyd, a maths teacher at 
the college from 1989 to 2006, was 
a follower of an Indian spiritual 


Family claim he was the 
victim of bullying by head 


master and meditated every day, 
former colleague Ashley Mills 
told the Bury St Edmunds 
tribunal. 

“I never saw him be aggressive 
to anyone,” said Mr Mills. 

But Mr Lloyd was given an oral 
warning after a girl pupil 
complained that he had bruised 
her wrist in July 2005. 

A subsequent complaint of 
assault by a different girl in 
December of that year resulted in 
suspension. He also submitted a 
complaint under the college’s 
grievance procedure. 

Mr Mills said: “Andrew was a 
different human being after he 
was accused of assault in 
December, 2005. He felt the 
accusation, and the way it was 
handled was a mistake.” 

The tribunal was due to 
conclude tomorrow. 

But employment judge Jeremy 
Cole, who is chairing the hearing, 
said it was obvious, on the fourth 
of seven days allocated for the 
case, that all the evidence would 
not be heard. 

He warned that the earliest that 
the case might resume would be 
September. 

He said: “This is an increasing 
national problem and stems back 
to resources and cost-saving. The 
people to complain to is one’s 
MP.”

Drink-drive 
figures soar 
over holiday 

POLICE have been disappointed by a 
dramatic rise in the number of 
motorists caught drink-driving over the 
Christmas and New Year period. 

Figures just released by the Suffolk 
force show that 310 motorists gave 
positive breath tests - more than three 
times the number caught in the 
previous year’s campaign. 

It means that an average of 10 
motorists were caught every day of the 
campaign. They included the driver of 
a car which collided with the wall of a 
pub in Newmarket who was subse¬ 
quently given a suspended jail sentence 
and banned from the road for five years. 

The police campaign, which ran for a 
month from December 1, saw 3,858 
breath tests conducted by Suffolk 
officers. 

The number of positive tests equates 
to 8 per cent compared with 3 per cent 
the previous year when just 94 drivers 
were found to be over the limit. 

Jacqui Cheer, deputy chief constable 
and vice-chair of the Suffolk Roadsafe 
Board, said: “These results show a 
dramatic and disappointing rise in the 
number of people who are willing to 
risk their own lives and the lives of 
others by drink-driving. 

“This is of great concern, but should 
also act as a warning - if you drink and 
drive, you will get caught. With almost 
800 more people being breath tested in 
December 2008 compared to the year 
before, it is more likely than ever that 
you will be stopped. 

“It is hard to believe that people are 
continuing to take such a huge risk. 
The message is simple: if you’ve had a 
drink, don’t drive.” 

Half the number of people who failed 
the breath test gave an alcohol reading 
of two or more times the legal limit, 
which is 35 micrograms of alcohol per 
100ml of breath. 

A total of 79 drivers breath-tested 
after road crashes were found to be over 
the limit.

Two metal five-bar gates were stolen 
from a field entrance in West Row 
Road, Freckenham.

The thieves are believed to have taken 
the gates in a large van, pick-up truck 
or similar vehicle.

A HUNGARIAN lorry 
driver has been banned 
from driving on British 
roads after he was caught 
drink-driving in New¬ 
market. 

Police stopped a white 
DAF articulated lorry in 
Fordham Road, Newmar¬ 
ket, on New Year’s Eve and 
the driver, Antal Besenyi, 
failed a breath test. 


His test reading was 85 
micrograms of alcohol in 
100 millilitres of breath. 
The legal limit is 35 
micrograms. 

Besenyi, 41, was kept in 
police custody before 
appearing before magis¬ 
trates at Ipswich on New 
Year’s Day. 

He admitted the charge 
and was banned from 


driving in Britain for 22 
months. 

He was fined £300 with 
the alternative of 14 days in 
jail if he failed to pay the 
fine. 

He was also ordered to 
pay a £15 victim surcharge. 

He was one of a number 
of drivers caught in Suffolk 
police’s seasonal clamp¬ 
down on drink-driving. 


In a separate incident an 
18-year-old Newmarket man 
was arrested on suspicion 
of drink-driving and taking 
a vehicles without consent 
after a collision on the 
B1506 at Kentford on New 
Year’s Day. 

He has been released on 
police bail to return to 
Bury St Edmunds police 
station on February 10. 


Town tailbacks follow 
major crash on A14

A LORRY driver remains in a 
critical condition in hospital 
following a smash on the A14 
at Newmarket. 

The man in his 20s, from Ipswich, 
had to be cut from the crushed cab of 
his lorry by firefighters after the 
collision at around 5.15am on 
Thursday. 

The crash, which happened near 
the Rowley Mile services, shut the 
route completely for almost five hours 
and several lanes remained closed for 
much of the day as highways teams 
cleared the wreckage. 

The smash involved a Volvo lorry 
from Ipswich and a DAF truck from 
Spalding. 

A Volkswagen Polo from Cam¬ 
bridge and a third lorry were also 
involved. 

It took firefighters an hour to cut 
the driver of the Volvo free from his 
cab. He was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital with head and leg injuries 
described as being “serious and 
potentially life-threatening”. 

A spokesman for the Suffolk service 
said it was a “difficult extrication” 
which involved removing the remains 
of the cab and cutting away the foot 
pedals before the haulier could be 
removed. 

Crews were helped by another 
driver who parked his flat-bed truck 
alongside the wreckage so emergency 
teams could stand on it to carry out 
the rescue. 

No other injuries needed treatment 


but several other motorists reported 
hitting debris strewn across the 
carriageway by the crash. 

Drivers experienced the misery of 
lengthy tailbacks after the accident, 
with queues stretching back to 
Kentford and congestion building up 
in Newmarket town centre - already 
clogged up by major roads works at 
the Clocktower junction. 

Diversions were put in place along 
the A142 and A10, and temporary 
traffic lights were installed in Exning 
to handle the traffic. 


Police have appealed for witnesses 
to the crash to call Pc Roy Dade of the 
Suffolk force’s serious collision 
investigation team on (01473) 613500. 

■ A driver escaped serious injury 
when his car overturned at almost 
the same spot on the A14 where the 
lorries crashed. 

The driver of the Ford Mondeo was 
out of his car by the time firefighters 
arrived at the scene of the crash - 
between Newmarket and Bottisham - 
on Saturday. 

He was treated by paramedics at 
the scene.

Holiday drink-drivers 
banned from the road 


A WOMAN who drove to the 
garage to buy cigarettes over 
the Christmas holiday was 
stopped by police who found 
she had consumed excess 
alcohol. 

Elaine Boak, 29, admitted 
driving a vehicle when her 
alcohol level was above the 
legal limit at Newmarket on 
December 27. She appeared 
before Bury St Edmunds 
magistrates, who disqualified 
her from driving for 18 
months and fined £350, plus 
£60 costs. 

Rosalind Clarke, prosecu¬ 
ting, said police officers saw 
Boak, of Exeter Road, 
Newmarket, driving her car 
at 6.15am and she appeared to 
cut the corner. When they 


stopped her she smelt of 
alcohol and a breath test was 
positive.

Night club 
worker had 
child pom 
on laptop 

A NIGHT club maintenance man has 
been convicted of having child 
pornography on his laptop computer 
despite insisting that he was not 
responsible for the two video clips found 
by police experts. 

Anthony Morwood, 25, has been 
released on bail pending sentencing 
early in February 

Morwood, of Exning Road, New¬ 
market, denied two charges of having 
child pornography But he was convicted 
by a jury at Ipswich Crown Court after a 
two-day trial. 

During his trial Morwood, a 
maintenance man and glass collector at 
De Niro’s nightclub in Newmarket, 
denied downloading or installing the 
indecent images which police had found 
in a hidden folder. 

He said that he was unable to explain 
how the images had ended up on his 
computer and suggested that they had 
already been there when he purchased 
the computer secondhand for £500 from 
a man in Cambridge who he knew only 
as “Stu”. 

Morwood told the court it was also 
possible that a visitor to his home, where 
he often left the computer turned on, 
had been responsible for downloading 
the film clips or that they had been 
added at times when the computer had 
been returned to “Stu” for repairs. 

The court heard that when 
interviewed by police before he was 
charged, Morwood claimed to have only 
very occasionally accessed the internet 
and then only to play online bingo. 

The laptop was one of two computers 
seized by police in August 2007 from the 
home that Morwood shared with his 
then girlfriend. 

Analysis revealed two video clips, one 
lasting seven minutes and the other 
three and a half minutes, stored in a 
hidden folder and showing children 
being sexually abused.

Question mark 
over plan for 
hotel complex 


PLANS for a hotel and 
restaurant complex have 
been thrown into doubt after 
councillors said they were 
“minded” to refuse planning 
permission. 

Members of Forest Heath District 
Council’s planning committee are 
concerned that developers have not 
included a parking area for guests in 
the scheme to build a 75-room hotel 
in Newmarket. 

The scheme, to redevelop the 
Technical Institute site off Fordham 
Road in the town centre, had been 
recommended for approval by 
council planning officers. 

They had accepted a suggestion by 
Reef Estates, the developers, that 
guests could park on the top deck of 
the nearby Guineas multi-storey car 
park where there are no charges 
after 6pm. 

But the council planners were 
insisting that the hotel provided a 
bicycle parking facility for staff and 
guests. 

Development of the site has been 
under discussion for more than two 
years and planning permission was 
granted in 2007 for 24 flats and three 
restaurants. The estimated cost of 
that scheme was around £8 million. 

Reef Estates switched the plans to 
a hotel because of an expected fall in

demand for flats following the 
housing market crash. 

The scheme has been opposed by 
the Save Historic Newmarket Action 
group, the Newmarket Trainers’ 
Federation and five residents. 

They have argued against the use 
of a public car park by hotel guests 
and have said there is not the 
demand for a new hotel in the town. 

Newmarket Town Council pre¬ 
viously indicated support for the 
scheme - as long as the parking 
issue could be resolved. 

Planning officer Leslie Mitchell 
said the scheme would improve the 
appearance of the area - opposite 
the town’s Waitrose supermarket. 

He said: “It will also provide 
economic benefits, including em¬ 
ployment in Newmarket.” 

The original scheme did not 
include Newmarket Conservative 
Club, next door to the Technical 
Institute. 

But the club closed on Saturday 
after 116 years and the committee is 
understood to be trying to sell the 
building to Reef Estates. 

Forest Heath’s planning com¬ 
mittee will reconsider the issue at 
its next meeting in February

Air ambulance flies in to aid injured horse rider 


A DOCTOR and paramedic landed by 
helicopter to treat an 18-year-old 
student who fell off a horse at the British 
Racing School in Newmarket. 

Dr Lorraine Greasley and paramedic Dan 
Cody, from the Magpas team, were on 
the East Anglian Air Ambulance which 
was called to the school in Snailwell 
Road at 10am on Monday.

She said the incident was at 
the top end of common assault 
cases as it was committed while 
on bail, alcohol was involved and 
Avis had kicked his victim while 
on the floor. 

The court heard that Avis had 
already been arrested, then 
released on bail after an incident 
at the Golden Lion pub in New¬ 
market a month earlier. 

He and his brother Ben had 
gone into the pub, but were asked 
to leave by assistant manager 
David Keith because they were 
banned from the premises. 

They had refused to leave, 
swearing at the manager and 
pushing him in the chest. Avis 
then spat at the manager, which 
hit him in the face and on the 
front of his shirt. They picked up 
chairs and one was thrown, 
damaging the wall. 

Claire Lockwood, for Avis, said 
he was employed as an 
apprentice at Marshalls with no 
previous convictions, and was 
remorseful about the incidents 


and concerned about the injuries 
to Mr Smith, to whom he 
apologised. 

Miss Lockwood said Mr Smith 
had been part of a group which 
had been involved in an earlier 
disagreement with Avis, and 
Avis had not just attacked “a 
random stranger on the street.” 

Alcohol had been involved on 
both occasions and Avis had now 
reduced his drinking. 

Avis, who admitted the 
offences, was given a 10-week 
sentence in a young offenders’ 
institution suspended for two 
years for the assault in 
November. 

He was handed a two-year 
supervision order, required to 
attend an anger management 
programme, and tagged to 
observe a curfew from 9pm to 
6am for 12 weeks. He was also 
ordered to pay a total of £500 
compensation to Mr Smith for 
his injuries, loss of earnings and 
damage to his clothes. 

For the assault and criminal 
damage in the October incident 
Avis was given a concurrent two- 
year supervision order and 
ordered to pay £150 compen¬ 
sation for the damage to the pub 
wall and £100 to Mr Keith. 

He was also banned from the 
Golden Lion pub for two years.

Sheikh Mohammed has entered 12 
horses and his Godolphin Racing 
organisation has entered 13. 

The £800,000 Tattersalls Timeform 
Fillies’ 800, due to be staged on the 
same day has attracted 97 entries - two 
owned by the Queen and trained by Sir 
Michael Stoute. 

Edmond Mahony, Tattersalls chairman, 
said: “We could not be more pleased 
with the entries for the 2009 Tattersalls 
Timeform Millions. The races have not 
only attracted a higher percentage of 
entries than last year, which is 
remarkable in the current climate, but 
also horses from all sectors of the 
market.” 

Michael Prosser, director of racing at 
Newmarket racecourses, said: “For 
their respective inaugural running, both 
the Tattersalls Timeform Million and the 
Tattersalls Timeform Fillies’ 800 were 
races of outstanding quality. What was

Park and Ride 
price hike fury 


TRANSPORT chiefs 
have been criticised 
for an inflation- 
busting hike in the 
price of Park and 
Ride tickets - just 
weeks after announ¬ 
cing charges would 
not go up. 

The cost of a weekly 
Park and Ride ticket has 
now risen from £9 to £10,

unfortunately after the 
previous prices were 
quoted in the magazine 
Your Cambridgeshire, 
which had already gone 
to press. 

“Cambridgeshire 
County Council would 
like to apologise for any 
confusion caused by 
this.” 

Amanda Cook, 42, who 
uses the Milton Park 
and Ride site when 
visiting the city from 
her home in Little 
Downham, said: “I don’t 
think it’s very good. 

“I thought they were 
trying to get people not 


to drive into the city It’s 
not very green. 

“I think £2.50 is quite 
a lot to pay to buy a 
ticket on the bus.” 

The county council 
originally announced in 
September that it was 
“helping passengers 
beat the credit crunch 
by freezing ticket prices 
yet again”. 

At the time, Cllr Matt 
Bradney, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for growth and 
infrastructure, admitted 
keeping prices down 
would be “a challenge” 
due to rising fuel costs, 
but said it was 
“welcome news” for 
passengers. 

Andy Campbell, man¬ 
aging director for Stage¬ 
coach in Cambridge, 
said: “We have put off 
putting the prices up for 
22 months. 

“We announced in 
September we were hol¬ 
ding off putting prices 
up because of the credit 
crunch to help our cust¬ 
omers, but unfortun¬ 
ately we are now in a 
position where we need 
to put the fares up.”

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County police 
praised for gay 
equality move 


SUFFOLK police have been 
commended as the “most 
improved” force for employ¬ 
ment of lesbian, gay and 
bisexual staff 

The force has been ranked 
in the top 100 employers by 
Stonewall, the gay equality 
charity 

It is the first time that the 
force has made the top 100 
and is among 17 police 
forces to be listed. 

The force has been ranked 
at 84 in the listing - a rise of 
78 places from last year. It is 
the fifth most improved 
organisation in the index 
and the most-improved 
police force. 

Stonewall surveyed more 
than 7,000 employees across 
the country employed by 
more than 300 organi¬ 
sations.

Suffolk Constabulary 
joined Stonewall’s Diversity 
Champions programme in 
September 2007, following 
22 other forces.

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Big new plans 
for hospital to 
help little lives 


PLANS are under way 
for a £28 million 
extension of the Rosie 
Maternity Hospital, to 
cope with the Cam¬ 
bridge region’s soaring 
birth-rate while giving 
mothers and babies 
better care. 

The Rosie is set for a 
three-storey extension, 
creating a midwifery-led 
birthing unit and doubling 
the number of intensive 
care cots for the sickest 
babies from 27 to 58. 

New housing develop¬ 
ments and rapid population 
growth around Cambridge 
are driving the plans. 

Another factor is a move 
to specialist centres for the 
most complex births led by 
the East of England 
Strategic Health Authority 
(SHA). The Rosie will 
become one of three such

centres in the East. 

The plans have been 
approved by the Adden- 
brooke’s and Rosie boards, 
with an 18-month building 
project expected to start in 
late autumn this year.

Stephen Graves, the 
hospitals’ director of 
corporate development, said: 
“The goal of this is to 
improve care for the local 
population, but also to 
deliver specialist care for the 
wider population and 
improve the quality of the 
environment within which 
we can deliver that care.” 

The 10-bed midwifery-led 
birthing unit will allow 
mothers to stay in one room 
under a single midwife - 
instead of switching from 
delivery room to ward and 
being under the supervision 
of teams of doctors and 
midwives. 

Dr Mary Archer, the 
hospitals’ chairman, noted 
in a recent report to 
governors that she met with

the SHA to discuss “the 
trust’s urgent need to 
extend the Rosie”. 

The Rosie, given top 
rating by the Healthcare 
Commission last year, was 
designed for between 3,000 
and 4,000 births a year 
when it opened 25 years 
ago. 


But the hospital saw 5,200 
births last year, a 7 per cent 
increase on the previous 
year. 

With the extension, the 
Rosie could cater for up to 
7,000 births a year. 

The birthing unit would 
be on the ground floor of 
the extension, with foetal 


medicine and support 
services, such as caesarean 
surgery, on the first floor 
and neonatal intensive care 
cots on the second floor. 

The trust plans to finance 
the project through its own 
cash surplus and 
borrowing from Gov¬ 
ernment schemes.

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Overdose man 
left hospital 
with no supply 
of pain killers

A CORONER has 
asked Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital to 
review its discharge 
policy after hearing 
that a patient was 
sent home without 
a supply of pain 
killers. 

Barry Thompson, 39, 
was left for eight hours 
without drugs for 
agonising leg pain after 
he was discharged from 
the hospital, the inquest 
at Bury St Edmunds 
heard. 

Mr Thompson, of 
Hanmer Avenue, Milden- 
hall, died during the 
same night from an 
overdose of pain killers. 

But Dr Peter Dean, 
Suffolk coroner, said the 
delay in getting his 
prescription had not 
contributed to his death. 

In a narrative verdict 
Dr Dean said Mr 
Thompson had died due 
to drug toxicity against a 
background of kidney 
failure and other 
problems. 

Dr Dean asked Dr 
John Firth, who gave 
evidence about Mr 
Thompson’s time at 
Addenbrooke’s and his 
discharge in March last 
year, to carry out a 
review to make sure that 
patients were issued 
with medication before 


leaving the hospital. 

Mr Thompson’s 
mother, Sandra, asked 
why there was a delay in 
providing painkillers for 
him to take home. His 
sister, Tina Boccuis, also 
asked why he was 
discharged. 

Mr Thompson, who 
had spent most of his 
life battling medical 
conditions including 
kidney failure and a 
diseased heart valve, had 


been suffering from a 
painful knee. 

He had previously 
asked a doctor at West 
Suffolk Hospital, Bury St 
Edmunds, to amputate 
his leg. But they said it 
would not completely 
relieve the pain. 

The inquest heard that 
he had been without 
pain killers from 
12.45pm on the day he 
was discharged until he 
arrived home at 8.30pm. 


Drink-driver given 
community order 


A DRINK-DRIVER whose 
car collided with a pub has 
been given a suspended jail 
sentence. 

Peter Young, 52, was at 
the wheel of a Ford 
Mondeo which collided 
with the wall of the Prince 
of Wales pub in All Saints 
Road, Newmarket, as it was 
about to open at lunchtime 
on Saturday December 6. 

No serious damage was 
caused to the building, but 
some parked vehicles were 
damaged. 

Young, of Elizabeth Way, 
Burrough Green, admitted 
the charge when he appear¬ 
ed before magistrates at 
Bury St Edmunds. 


The court heard he had 
145 micrograms of alcohol 
in 100 millilitres of breath 
- more than four times the 
legal limit of 35 meg. 

He was given a four- 
month jail sentence, susp¬ 
ended for 12 months. 

He was also made the 
subject of 12 months 
supervision by the proba¬ 
tion service and was order¬ 
ed to do 200 hours’ unpaid 
community work. 

In addition he was 
banned from driving for 
five years. But he was given 
the option of a 15-month 
reduction if he completes a 
drink-drive rehabilitation 
course. 


New role 
for officer 

A POLICE officer who 
has previously served 
in the Newmarket and 
Haverhill areas is the 
new commander for 
Ipswich. 

Chief Inspector Mark 
Jepson was a sergeant 
and detective sergeant 
at Newmarket before 
taking command at 
Haverhill as an 
inspector in 2002. 

He has now become 
district commander at 
Ipswich where he was 
previously crime 
manager. His 
replacement as crime 
manager is Detective 
Chief Inspector David 
Cutler, a former 
Metropolitan Police 
detective. 


Fewer deaths on county’s roads 


FEWER people died in road 
crashes in Suffolk in 2008 than 
at any time in the past 10 years. 

A total of 31 people were 
killed on the county’s roads - 
eight fewer than the previous 
year. 

But the number of people 
seriously injured was up by 26 
per cent to 333. 

Nearly 2,300 people were 
slightly hurt - about 240 fewer 
than in 2007. 

Cllr Guy McGregor, the 
county council’s portfolio 
holder for roads and transport 
who also chairs the Suffolk 
Roadsafe Partnership Board, 


said: “While I am extremely 
pleased to see the number of 
people dying on Suffolk roads 
decrease, I am disappointed to 
see the rise in serious injuries 
in 2008, especially as serious 
collisions have been decreasing 
for the last four years. 

“There appears to be a 
significant increase in 
motorcycle casualties. This may 
be due to the surge in fuel 
prices late last year. 

“It is reported that novice 
riders have been buying small 
cheap motorcycles in large 
numbers and using them for 
commuting trips. 


“In response we will need to 
continue our motorcycle safety 
campaigns, training and en¬ 
forcement. We have also worked 
together with regional road 
safety teams to prepare a bid for 
a substantial Government grant 
to work with rural motor¬ 
cyclists.” 

Jacqui Cheer, deputy chief 
constable and vice-chair of 
Suffolk Roadsafe, said police 
would continue to work with 
other organisations to clamp 
down on drink-drivers, speeders 
and those who broke other 
motoring laws including mobile 
phone and seat belt legislation.

Alfa’s 159 has all the answers

OBJECTIVITY is easier 
with some cars than others, 
writes Andy Enright. 

I’m sure I’m not the only one 
beguiled by this car’s styling. 
There are whole legions of buyers 
who don’t care about the interior 
ergonomics, boot space, fuel 
economy, emissions, materials 
quality or even, within reasonable 
bounds, the car’s asking price. All 
they know is they’ve seen one in 
the pages of a magazine and they 
want one. Badly. This “want one” 
reaction is something all 
manufacturers attempt to build 
into their cars and Alfa is better at 
it than most. 

The 260bhp 3.2-litre model we 
examine here is the range-topping 
variant, priced from around 
£28,000, and is offered not only in 
saloon guise but also as a snake¬ 
hipped Sportwagon model too. I’d 
hesitate to call it an estate because 
it’s exactly the same length as the 
saloon and doesn’t appear to offer 
too many advantages in carrying 


room, but it’s also devastatingly 
handsome. The sleek lines of the 
long roof give it a coupe feel, as 
does the roof spoiler and the edgy 
aerodynamic styling, while a 
flexible and functional interior 
offers improved versatility when 
compared to the old 156 Sport- 
wagon. 

Enthusiasts may well be 
thinking that 260bhp is an awful 
lot to direct through the front 
wheels of the car and they’d be 
right. Although the old 156GTA 
was an exciting ride, there was no 
doubt that it was right at the 
limits of what it could deploy to 
the tarmac. Accelerate that car 
hard and the nose would rise, 
weight over the front wheels 
would reduce and you’d see the 
traction control light flashing 
dementedly as the electronics 
fought to control wheelspin, the 
engine cutting power back. 
Especially in the wet. This proved 
rather frustrating when trying to 
exploit the car’s magnificent 
engine but the 159 has all the 


answers. Rather 
than rely on just the 
front wheels, the 
159 3.2 V6 spreads 
the burden amongst 
all four. Yes, you did 
read that right, this 
car features Alfa’s 
Q4 all-wheel drive 
system, giving it 
some genuine all 
weather capability. 

It’s properly 
quick too, getting to 
60mph in a fraction 
over six seconds 
and running on to a 
top speed in excess 
of 150mph. Based on a Holden unit 
from Australia, this is not the 3.2- 
litre many will have been 
expecting but it’s not a direct 
transplant, Alfa Romeo having 
done a whole raft of tuning and 
fettling in order to give it that 
characteristic Alfa sound. You 
won’t buy this engine for its 
economy or emissions. You’ll buy 
it for its ability to put a number on 


rivals from BMW, Audi and 
Mercedes in virtually any weather 
condition and at a price that 
undercuts rivals when equipment 
counts are taken into 
consideration. 

Basically 

The 159 3.2 V6 is more than just a 
pretty face. Getting buyers to care 
may well be Alfa’s only problem.

GIVE YOUR CAR A WINTER WORKOUT WITH THE RMIF 


The onset of winter can be bad news for motorists. Little light, bad weather and worse roads 
conspire to make driving tiring, unpleasant, and sometimes even dangerous. 

Every journey is an opportunity to prevent the worst from happening, and there is a great 
deal of preventative action that you can undertake yourself. 

Before setting off: 

make sure that the car has enough fuel 

let someone know your intended movements 

listen to traffic news and weather forecasts, and wear warm clothing. 

Naturally, the need for seasonal preparation also extends to the various systems that run the 
car, so make sure that the anti-freeze in the car is fresh. Insufficient or ‘old’ anti-freeze can 
cause hose, water pump or other major units to fail leading to overheating. Anti-freeze should 
be changed every two years due to the deterioration of the corrosion inhibitors, or according 
to manufacturer recommendations. 

Other things to do include: 

make sure the battery is in good condition 

on cold mornings use a de-icer on windows, or a scraper - NEVER hot water 
check that the screen wash is not clogged and that the bottle is topped up for use, and 


make sure that an additive is used to stop it freezing 

check windscreen wipers for wear and replace them if necessary 

make sure that all heaters and ventilation systems are working so that misting is minimised 

give all external lights and mirrors a thorough clean 

headlamps should be correctly aligned 

the tread depth should be at least 1.6mm across the central three-quarters of the breadth of 
the tread and around the entire circumference, and there should be no cuts or cracks 
spray damp inhibitor into the door locks to prevent seizing up. 

Once the car is ready for winter, you should make sure it is carrying emergency equipment so 
that, if the worst happens, you are ready too. 

Useful supplies could include: torch, spare batteries and bulbs, screen scraper / de-icer, 
jump leads, warning triangle, first-aid kit, ‘hands free’ mobile phone / phone card / cash, 
blankets and warm jacket / robust shoes (in case of breakdown), shovel (to clear snow if 
necessary), fire extinguisher, rope (for towing if necessary), road atlas, maps etc. 

Essentially, safety in the winter comes down to four things: 1 Check your car. 2. Be prepared 
for anything. 3. Be cautious. 4. Monitor your speed. 


If you try to follow these rules you should find yourself on the road to safe winter driving.To 
make sure your car is ready for the road in the first place, book your car in for a service. 
Careful preparation by the motorist can only go so far.

ADJUSTING to life in 
a higher division has 
not been a factor for 
Newmarket in their 
return to Eastern 
Counties One.

I’ll be in my prime for 2012, insists Edgar 


ROSS Edgar has finally had the 
chance of a breather after a hectic 
year that saw British cyclists 
become household names. 

Winning silver at the Olympics in the 
keirin as well as the same colour 
medal in the team sprint at last 
year’s world track championships 
was quite an achievement for the 
Newmarket rider. 

But Edgar found himself nudged out 
of the spotlight with so many of his 
team-mates taking gold in Beijing - 
Chris Hoy even earning himself a 
knighthood and the BBC Sports 
Personality of the Year award for his 
hat-trick of Olympic successes. 

Not that he is bitter about the likes 
of Hoy and Mildenhall club member 
Victoria Pendleton getting much of 
the attention. 

However, Edgar hopes he could be 
mentioned in the same breath when 
it comes to the London Games in 
2012. 

He said: “They’re putting a lot of 
faith in us to perform in London 
and, after Beijing, you can see why. 
“I still think I can be there - I’ll 
probably be in my prime in 2012. 

“I’ll be 29 or 30 by then and I’ll be 
right at my peak, but having said 
that Chris Hoy is 32 and he just 
seems to get stronger and stronger 
every year.” 

Edgar got back on the bike to take 
part in the first round of the World 
Cup in Manchester two months ago 
- a celebratory homecoming for the 
country’s Olympic heroes. 

And he had immediate success in 
the team sprint, clinching gold with 
Sky+ HD team-mates Jason Kenny 
and Jamie Staff as well as 
runners-up spot in the invitation 
keirin event behind compatriot Matt 
Crampton. 

“I was pleased with that. It was a 



busy day because we had the 
Japanese keirin and I finished 
second in that,” said Edgar. 

“I was happy with the result after 
riding in the team sprint and then 
going out to race in the finals of the 
keirin. 

“It wasn’t long after the sprint final, 
so I didn’t have much time to get it 


out of my legs.” Edgar’s next target 
is a victory at the final round of the 
World Cup in Copenhagen next 
month. 

He said: “I could have gone to some 
of the other World Cup events, but 
after the season we’ve had with the 
Olympics, it has been a really long 
campaign. 


“It makes it hard to perform, so 
British Cycling are sending all the 
younger riders to some of these to 
give them racing experience. 
“We’ve already qualified for the 
world championships in March, so 
we’re just targeting the 
Copenhagen World Cup and I’ll 
have a bit of a break after that.”
